iFUNDS LOW, EARLY

i T GO QUICKKLY

Leper Costs District $8 a Day,

With Only Enough Cash to

Care for Him Until July 1.

The District govemrrtent has funds
sufficient to defray the exper.tea of
John R. Early, "the leper of Washing-
ton," until July 1. By thU time, the
available money will have been ex-

hausted, and where the expense moey
will come from if Early is not deported
bv that time Is causing the DlFtrlct
authorities much concern.

The Commissioners and Health Officer
Woodward are anxiously awaiting a
reply from the Treasury Department to
Dr. Woodward's last letter. In it the
Health Officer directed attention to the
law which provides for the return to
the State where he resides to a quaran-
tine designated bv the Secretary of
the Treasury, of any person who pre-
sents symptoms of leprosy.

Early, municipal officials say. is an
unwelcome guest here, because his
maintenance is costing the District
about $S a day. Three guards arc em-
ployed at a salary of $2 a day
Food and incidental expenses amount
to an additional $2.

Dr. "Woodward said today that there
is enough money to care for Early till
July 1. By that time, he said, he
hopes the man will have departed.

Physician of the department wlio have
examined Dirly tay th- - disease has
progiessed considerably since his last
aprearanco in Washington, and that
there ran be no doubt of its nature.
Early himself, the physicians declare,
acknowledge that ho is a sufferer from
leprosy.

If it is decided to return Early to the
quarantine station at Diamond Point,
Wash., from whence he escaped,-- his
mode of transportation according to
Dr. Woodward, will be decided on by
the Federal authorities. Tho last time
hi- - l'ft Washington he traveled in a
baggage coach.

ILL PMSONER

Aids Vera Cruz Policemen

Against Mexican Attempt at
Rescue.

Coming to the relief of Vera Cruz po-

licemen, Lieut. F. H. Huston. Twenty-eight-h

United States Infantry, shot and
killed a Mexican prisoner in Vera Cruz
yesterday, according to dispatches re-

ceived this morning from Brigadier
General Funston by Secretary of War
Garrison.

The prisoner had been arrested by
the Mexican policemen, when his friends
attempted to rescue him. Two of the
palicemen already had been stabbed,
Funston reported, when the lieutenant
came on the scene, drew his automatic
pistol, and fired at the prisoner, who
was viciously fighting.

He dropped dead.
Funston further reported that he con-

siders Lieutenant Huston's actions en-
tirely Justifiable and imperative.
